NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was moderate
elsewhere. Five new large fires were

in the Southern Area and light
reported in Florida and one each in

Montana and Minnesota. One large fire was contained in Nevada and one in
Virginia. Persistent high pressure will continue in Florida keeping the
area dry and partly cloudy. High pressure will move into Montana from the
west bring breezy to very windy conditions to the area. Very high to
extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, Connecticut, Florida,

Nevada and Texas.

NORTHERN ROCKIES LARGE FIRES:

TWIN COULEE, Miles City Field Office,

fire is active on all sides with slopovers and spot fires occurring due to
high winds.

This fire is In a swampy area
and is currently threatening a subdivision and a county prison.

CRAWFORD ROAD, Florida Division of Forestry. No new information received.

GREATER GROVES, Florida Division of Forestry. This human-caused fire is in
Lake County, Florida. No new information received. This will be the last
report unless new information is received.

MILLIGAN CREEK, Eglin Air Force Base. This fire is currently threatening
wildlife habitat. No other information reported.

Persistent high pressure will keep Florida dry and partly cloudy with
light winds. High temperatures will be 85 to 95, with minimum relative
humidity at 35 to 50 percent. Winds will be south to west at 5 to 15 mph.

High pressure will move into Montana from the west, bringing breezy to
very windy conditions. High temperatures will be In the 50"s and 60"s over
the mountains, and 60"s and 70"s in the valleys. Minimum relative humidity
will lower to 20 to 35 percent. Winds will be from the west to northwest
at 15 to 25 mph west of the Rocky Mountains, and from 30 to 50 mph and
gusty east of the Rocky Mountains.

High pressure will begin to weaken allowing a dry westerly flow to spread
across Arizona and New Mexico bringing breezy conditions. Lingering
moisture over the area will also bring a slight threat of mountain
thunderstorms. High temperatures will be in the 70"s and 80"s in the
mountains, and in the 90"s to around 105 in the deserts. Minimum relative
humidity will range from 8 to 18 percent in the deserts and 15 to 30
percent elsewhere. Winds will be west at 10 to 20 mph in the afternoon.

Weak high pressure will remain over New York and New Jersey as low
pressure drifts off the coast bringing partly cloudy skies with a chance
of isolated showers and thunderstorms along the coast. Winds will shift to
more onshore helping to bring higher relative humidity. High temperatures
will be in the 60"s with minimum relative humidity ranging from 40 to 60
percent. Winds will be easterly at 5 to 15 mph.

High pressure will begin to build into Nevada from the west allowing a
drying trend to take place over the north and western parts of the state.
High temperature will be in the 60"s and 70"s across the north and west.
Minimum relative humidity will range from 15 to 25 percent. Winds will be
west from 10 to 20 mph.
